GREETINGS FROM THE REGION II PRESIDENT 
OF THE HISPANIC NATIONAL BAR ASSOCIATION, LAW STUDENT DIVISION 


It is with great pleasure that I 
introduce myself to the Latino 
community of New Jersey.
